The great kingdoms of mind 
and soul are unlocked only by knowledge 
of the great literatures and philosophies. 
History v iewed as lists of kings and battles 
means little— but as a social science in­ 
v olv ing the progress of mankind it is one 
of the important key s to life. 
Ev ery student has his special line, but 
to liv e in so v aried a world each one should 
know a little, also, of other fields.

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RUSSIANS OFFERED PATENTS 
W 
ASHINGTON: — It will probably be 
denied, but last February the Sov iet 
Gov ernment offered the United States all 
its patents, information and technical ex ­ 
perience in making sy nthetic rubber — and 
now, six months later, still has receiv ed no 
reply . 
The offer was made by Russian of­ 
ficials at a meeting with Will Clay ton, as­ 
sistant secretary of commerce and J esse 
J ones’s right hand man; and with George 
ll. Hill, J r., v ice president of J esse’s De­ 
fense Supplies Corporation. 
This was shortly before the fall of the 
Dutch East Indies, but when its fall ap­ 
peared imminent. 
Russia, realizing the danger to our rub­ 
ber sources, and being then the biggest 
sy nthetic rubber producer in the world, 
offered its 
information 
to 
the 
United 
States. 
The Sov iet uses an alcohol pro­ 
cess for sy nthetic rubber, which it dev el­ 
oped, and published in its trade journal, 
ev en before Germany . 
Howev er, the Rubber Reserv e decided 
to use a petroleum base for rubber instead 
ol alcohol. 
It clung to that thesis until re­ 
cently when Congress raised such a ter­ 
rific furor 
ov er 
discrimination 
against 
midwest grain and contended tha t J esse 
J ones wa s fav oring the big oil companies 
of Tex as. 
Note: — The Russians asked nothing 
rn return for 
their 
sy nthetic rubber in­ 
formation, but, ev en so, got no reply .

................... 
Many Undulant Fever 
Cases Now in America 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
FORTY YEARS ago Dr. Rich­ 
ard Cabot, of Boston, used to re­ 
iterate to his medical students 
that in the Northern part of 
North America, if they had a

patient with “a fever and nothing 
to show for it,” the diagnosis w as, 
in such a high proportion of cases 
as to make it a safe rule, one of 
three things — ty phoid fever, tu­ 
berculosis or sepsis. 
This ex cluded the m alaria of 
our southern states and tropical 
diseases. 
By “with nothing to 
show for it” Dr. Cabot meant no 
pain, no skin eruption, no point­ 
ing sy mptoms. 
Since then ty phoid fever has 
dropped out of the lists. It it a 
relic of the Dark Ag es. Whenever 
it occurs, somebody has made a 
mistake. But its place has been 
taken by undulant fever, and if we 
replace ty phoid by undulant fever 
in Dr. Cabot’s diagnostic list, the 
say ing is still true. 
Identified Here in 1921 
Undulant fever is 
a newcomer 
in North America. The first case 
was identified in 19 24. It had been 
known in the Mediterranean coun­ 
tries, the first carefully described 
cases being on the island of Malta 
among goats-herdsmen, and was 
variously called Mediterranean fe­ 
ver, Malta fever and goat fever. 
The germ that caused it infected 
goats, entered their milk and en­ 
tered the human when he drank 
the goat’s milk. Since then it has 
been found that a form of the 
germ infects cattle and another, 
swine. 
In the United States there were 
24 cases reported in 1925 and 249 7 ! 
in 1937. Although public health 
measures had probably actually 
reduced the number of cases in 
the meantime, the increase in the 
number reported is due to better 
diagnosis. 
In the acute form it is a summer 
disease, probably because of the 
higher consumption and heavier 


contamination of milk in summer. 
The midwestern states have the 
largest number of cases. Cities 
are relatively free of cases, prob­ 
ably due to milk inspection and 
insistence on pasteurized milk in 
urban communities. 
Transmitted in Many Way s 
It is easy to understand how the 
germ can be transmitted to hu­ 
mans from infected animals in 
their milk. What is not so well 
appreciated is that the handling 
of the meat of infected animals 
and the handling of infected ani­ 
mals, such as in milking, will also 
transmit the disease. One phy si­ 
cian say s he never knew a veter­ 
inary surgeon who had not had the 
disease or at least did not show 
an immune reaction to it. And 
farm ers, butchers, dairy men, 
packing house employ ees are es­ 
pecially susceptible to it. 
The acute form is characterized 
by a prolonged fever day after day 
that lasts often several months 
Nothing but fever and weakness 
and soreness of the muscles is 
present. 
Treatment is largely the sup 
portive treatment of chronic fever 
Vaccine is generally given anc 
shortens the attack. 
For the average person protec­ 
tion ii afforded by using pasteur­ 
ized milk. 
Tomorrow I wish to discuss th* 
chronic form. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
G. IE: Does a person suffering 
from chorea run an abnormal 
temperature? Does he have a nor­ 
mal sedimentation rate if it is ac­ 
companied by rheumatic fever? 
Answer: The temperature in 
chorea is sometimes, but not al­ 
way s, slightly elevated. Sedimen­ 
tation rate is rapid.

KEYS AND SKILLS 
A 
N ART instructor in a woman’s college 
— who would be the first to a c k n o w ­ 
ledge the value of skills in general — was 
talking the other day somewhat heatedly 
about the modern practice of letting stu­ 
dents elect courses in skills and call them 
education. 
Tile point she made was that 
many an American college is not properly 
preparing its students for life. 
“Instead of filling their minds with the 
hest that has been thought and said in the 
world, firing their hearts with the beauty 
man has created from the raw material of 
his soul, instead of enlarging their visions 
with convictions and ideals from the past 
that give the present its depth, the popular 
educator gives his students household phy­ 
sics, recreational 
leadership 
or 
home 
economics. 
These things, useful enough 
in themselves, are not the be-all and end- 
all of education. They are tools for a skill, 
but they are not keys to the kingdom.” 
The student of today needs both the 
keys and the tools. 
The increase in the 
use 
of 
labor-saving devices 
has made 
household physics for women students an 
extremely desirable college course. 
Home 
management in the larger sense, including 
dietetics, home nursing, child training and 
living within the income is another. 
The difficulty lies in 
confusing tools 
with keys. 
The great kingdoms of mind 
and soul are unlocked only by knowledge 
of the great literatures and philosophies. 
History' viewed as lists of kings and battles 
means little— but as a social science in­ 
volving the progress of mankind it is one 
of the important keys to life. 
Every student has his special line, but 
to live in so varied a world each one should 
know a little, also, of other fields. 
The 
time to think 'on these things is 
before 
school opens.

RUSSIANS OFFERED PATENTS 
W 
ASHINGTON; — It will probably be 
denied, but last February the Soviet 
Government offered the United States all 
its patents, information and technical ex­ 
perience in making synthetic rubber — and 
now, six months later, still has received no 
reply. 
The offer was made by Russian of­ 
ficials at a meeting with Will Clayton, as­ 
sistant secretary of commerce and Jesse 
Jones’s right hand man; and with George 
H. Hill, Jr., vice president of Jesse’s De­ 
fense Supplies Corporation. 
This was shortly before the fall of the 
Dutch East Indies, but when its fall ap­ 
peared imminent. 
Russia, realizing the danger to our rub­ 
ber sources, and being then the biggest 
synthetic rubber producer in the world, 
offered its 
information 
to the 
United 
States. 
The Soviet uses an alcohol pro­ 
cess for synthetic rubber, which it devel­ 
oped, and published in its trade journal, 
even before Germany. 
However, the Rubber Reserve decided 
to use a petroleum base for rubber instead 
of alcohol. It clung to that thesis until re­ 
cently when Congress raised such a ter­ 
rific furor 
over 
discrimination 
against 
midwest grain and contended that Jesse 
Jones was favoring the big oil companies 
of Texas. 
Note; — The Russians asked nothing 
in return for 
their

Many Undulant Fever 
Cases Now in America 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, IL D. 
FORTY YEARS ago Dr. Rich­ 
ard Cabot, of Boston, used to re­ 
iterate to his medical students 
that in the Northern part of 
North America, if they had a

patient with "a fever and nothing 
to show for it,” the diagnosis wss, 
in such a high proportion of cases 
as to make it a safe rule, one of 
three things — typhoid fever, tu­ 
berculosis or sepsis. 
This excluded the malaria of 
our southern states and tropical 
diseases. 
By “with nothing to 
show for it” Dr. Cabot meant no 
pain, no skin eruption, no point­ 
ing symptoms. 
Since then typhoid fever has 
dropped out of the lists. It is a 
relic of the Dark Ages. Whenever 
it occurs, somebody has made a 
mistake. But its plsce hss been 
tsken.by undulsnt fever, and if we 
replace typhoid by undulant fever 
in Dr. Cabot’* diagnostic list, th# 
saying is still true. 
Identified Here ia 1924 
Undulant fever la a newcomer 
in North America. The first case 
was identified in 1924. It had been 
known in the Mediterranean coun­ 
tries, the first carefully described 
cases being on the island of Malta 
among goats-herdsmen, and was 
variously called Mediterranean fe­ 
ver, Malta fever and goat fever. 
The germ that caused it infected 
goats, entered their milk and en­ 
tered the human when he drank 
the goat's milk. Since then it has 
been found that a form of the 
germ infects cattle and another, 
swine. 
In the United States there were 
24 cases reported in 1925 and 2497 
in 1937. Although public health 
measures had probably actually 
reduced the number of cases in 
the meantime, the increase in the 
number reported is due to better 
diagnosis. 
In the acute form it is a summer 
disease, probably because of the 
higher consumption and heavier 


contamination of milk in summer. 
The midwestern states have th* 
largest number of cates. Cities 
are relatively free of cases, prob­ 
ably due to milk inspection and 
insistence on pasteurized milk in 
urban communities. 
Transmitted in Many Ways 
It is easy to understand how the 
germ can be transmitted to hu­ 
mans from infected animals in 
their milk. What is not so well 
appreciated is that the handling 
of the meat of infected animals 
and the handling of infected ani­ 
mals, such as in milking, will also 
transmit the disease. One physi­ 
cian says he never knew a veter­ 
inary surgeon who had not had the 
disease or at least did not show 
an immune reaction to it And 
farm ers, butchers, dairymen, 
packing house employees are es­ 
pecially susceptible to it. 
The acute form is characterized 
by a prolonged fever day after day 
that lasts often several months 
Nothing but fever and weakness 
and soreness of the muscles is 
present. 
Treatment is largely the sup­ 
portive treatment of chronic fever 
Vaccine is generally given anc 
shortens the attack. 
For the average person protec­ 
tion is afforded by using pasteur­ 
ized milk. 
Tomorrow I w ish to discuss th« 
chronic form.

from chorea run an abnormal 
temperature? Does he have a nor­ 
mal sedimentation rate if it is ac­ 
companied by rheumatic fever? 
Answer; The temperature in 
chorea is sometimes, but not al­ 
ways, slightly elevated. Sedimen­ 
tation rate is rapid.
